damaging eight residences and 
s p r e a d i n g 
panic 
among 
hundreds of fleeing people. The 
fire was brought under control 
early today. 


It was the most disastrous 
fire in the city's history. 


The $1 million fire that swept 
out of Camp Pendleton at about 
9 a.m. Wednesday, turning the 
Hillcrest residential tract into a 
disaster area, was reported 100 
per cent under control and only 
smoldering as dawn broke over 
the city where panic reined only 
hours before. 


Flareups were reported in an 
already burned brush area east 
of Calle Trieste, north of Presi- 
dential Heights, at 8:36 a.m. 
today and city fire fighters had 


to knock down 
flames 
that 


erupted again in the blackened 
shell of a house on Calle Delica- 
da, just north of Avenida Salva- 
dor. 


Plumes of smoke still puffed 
skyward over the San Pablo 
Canyon area at the south end of 
the city in the early morning 
hours but the hundreds of fire 
fighters from all over Orange 
County had returned to their 
homes. The holocaust was de- 
clared at an end. 
Fueled by bone-dry canyon) 


brush, 
a nine-month 
drought 


and howling Santa Ana winds, 
the leaping flames burst out of 
Camp Pendleton like a fiery 
explosion Wednesday morning. 
By noon the flames sent resi- 
dents of the 300-house Hillcrest 
tract running in terror before 
the fire storm. 


By 4 p.m., Mayor Tony Di- 
Giovanni said he planned to ask 
the governor to declare San 
Clemente a disaster area.

2nd Canyon Flareup 


SAN CLEMENTE — A second 
fire 
which 
e r u p t e d 
here 
Wednesday evening and roared 
out of the canyon on the back 
side of the city is now out. 


Firemen said the second blaze 
was contained, except for some 
small hot spots, along with the 
main fire shortly after mid- 
night. 


When firemen thought they 
had a handle on the main fire 
about 6 p.m., winds began whip- 
ping up a ridge top behind the 
900 block of Avenida Salvador. 


At 10 p.m. the second fire was 


burning along a IVs-mile front 
and had blackened more than 
100 acres. However, as suddenly 
as the winds sprang up, they 
calmed down allowing weary 
firemen 
to contain 
the new 
blaze. 


No homes were lost in the 
second fire. 


Hundreds 
of 
tired, 
smoke- 
blackened firemen had rushed 
to the scene of the new confla- 
gration, where a company of 
Marines joined them. 
Within an hour, the flames

Teenagers 
Save Homes 


A handful of high school boys 
W e d n e s d a y 
saved many 
homes from destruction by 
the runaway San Clemente 
fire, a resident of the threat- 
ened area said. 


"At least SO homes would 
have burned to the ground if 
it hadn't been for the heroic, 
daredevil 
rescue 
work 
of 
about 10 to 15 high school 
boys who grabbed every gar- 
den hose they could find and 
leaped from roof to roof, hos- 
ing down the homes," said 
Dave Burris, who saved his 
own home at 807 Presidio. 


"The boys stayed on each, 
roof along Presidio and along 
Delacotto, Mendoza, Salvador 
and Columbo until someone 
could relieve them to pour 
Water on the smoking shin- 
gles," Burris said. 


Lebanon's Chief 
Announces Truce 


BEIRUT, Lebanon (AP) — 
President 
Suleiman 
Franjieh 
announced today that all Leba- 
non's warring 
factions 
have 
agreed on a 
cease-fire 
and 
"political solution", to end the 
nine-month-old 
civil war be- 
tween the country's Moslems 
and Christians. 


But 
the 
factions 
battled 
fiercely for vantage points in 
various parts of the country 
right up to the 8 p.m.—10 a.m. 
PST—cease-fire 
deadline. 
It 
could not be immediately deter- 
mined if the fighting died down 
as it passed. 


"We have always observed 
previous 
cease-fires 
but' the 


Phalangists (right-wing Chris- 
tians) never did, taking advan- 
tage of any lull to improve 
their positions," claimed the 
leader 
of 
a 
leftist 
Moslem 
group involved in the hotel bat- 
tles. 


The 
presidential 
statement 
said 
agreement 
had 
been 
reached on formation of a su- 
preme military committee to 
supervise "an end to the fight- 
ing and a return to normal 
life." It will include representa- 
tives of the Lebanese and Syr- 
ian armies and the Palestine 
Liberation Army, the announce- 
ment said.

Anaheim Hills Fires 
Blacken 300 Acres

A N A H E I M - 
Two fires,

arsonist, blackened almost 300 
acres in the Anaheim Hills area 
Wednesday before fire fighters 
brought them under control. 


More than 150 men and 30 
engines were poured into the 
area by the Anaheim, Orange, 
Fullerton, Garden Grove and 
county fire departments and the 
State Division of Forestry to 
head off thè blaze before it 
could damage homes in 
the 
area. Engines from Costa Mesa 
and Buena Park rolled in to 
cover Anaheim stations under 
the mutual aid agreement be- 
tween cities. 
N/o homes were burned and no 


injuries reported in either of the 
blazes. 


The first 
blaze broke out 
shortly before noon in the hills 
south of a tract of expensive 
new homes in the area south, of 
Imperial 
Highway; and Nohl 
Ranch Road. By late afternoon, 
that fire had spread over more 
than 250 acres before fire fight- 
ers, hampered by 
extremely 
dry brush and winds, were able 
to bring it under control. 


The cause of that fire still is 
under investigation, though ar- 
son is suspected, fine 
ment spokesmen said. 


The second fire, which fire 
officials say was deliberately 
set, erupted at 1:30 p.m. north-
